The boisterous nature of tbe weather 
during a portion of last week caused a partial 
cessation ot mining operations throughout the 
district, and more particularly in newly-opened 
quartz claims on the Carrick Hange. 

There was no meeting of the Cromwell 
Jockey Club CoraraittM .on Thursday evening, 
in conse^iuence of aevsral, prominent membeTS 
being absent at the Albcrtown Paces. The 
meeting bas been postponed till Friday evening.

We are requested to draw the attention 
oE horse-breeders and others to the fact that the 
tboroiigh-brcd stallion*' Elawick" will boon view 
at the Kiwarau Hotel atabics, Cromwell, or 
Saturday, the 2ht inat.

John C.LSsels, sworii : On last Sunday evening

Bateman. The house was in a very disorderly 
couditiou'; the back door was olfits hinges, and 
several driiultcn men were about the place. I 
w.as unable to go inside the hotel at that time, 
•as I had Batenum in charge. After lochiiig-up

•one •was very tlnink, anil tho other about three 
parts sprung. I donh know whether they got 
clrniik lit Mrs Box’s or not. To the best of my 
Iviiowlcdge, I have not played cards at Mrs 
Box’s within the last six months. 

Caroline Henjainin, sworn: I reside about a 
mile from Cromwell. I M-eiib to Mrs Box’s at 
about luilf-past two last Sunday, in order to pay 
an account, t went in company with Mr Bate- 
man, who gob drunk at Mrs Box’s. I saw one 
gantlemm lying drunk on the sofa. Mr Rate- 
nun tohl me to go heme, and the geutlemau 
then struck Mr Biteuion. 1 did not go home 
at that time. 1 saw drink sold in the hotel. 

Cross-examined : I was in Mrs Box’s employ- 
incut nairly three mouths, and left of my own 
free '\vill. 1 did not liear Mrs Box send for tho 
sergeant. 

This was the case for the prosecution. 

^Ir dVilfton, for tho defence, called 

Helen J^piers, a servant of Mi's Box’s, who 
depDSE<l : Last Sunilay 1 went into the bar of 
the hotel, where I saw Dick and Caroline. By 
JJrs liox’.s direction, I served them with drinks. 
L:\ter ill the day 1 saw Dick with his coat olF, 
striking a man mined Jack. I asked him to 
de.^iist, and he turned aud struck me twice in 
the face. Mrs Box anl C then put Dick and 
Cai'olinc outside, and Dick went rinmd to the 
back door and broke it. Mr.s Box then sent me 
for the police. Dick was not very sober when I 
served him with liquor. 

Cross-examined : I only served Bateman with 
one glass of ale. 

Stcfaiio Bo'lasi, minor, declined to give evi- 
clenco miiess his expenses were gnarantecd. The 
dofciidaiit undertook to pay him, and he was 
then sworn. 'I'ho wit.icss saitl he ivas at Mrs 
Box's oil Sunday, anti saw Dick Bateman there. 
Some gentlemen went iiito the house, and Dick 
eceniod to go out of his mind. He believed Dick 
M'a.'? joalrnis of the woman Caroline. 

The Bench were of opiiuoa that the defendant 
h.ad been desirous rather of stopping the row 
than of allnwiiig disorderly conduct.

Eire at Invercargill. 

A tologi’am published in the Daily Tinrizs 
of 12th inst., gives the following account of a 
dcsbiTictive contlagrathm which occurred in 
one of the principal streets of Invercargill : — 
IxVEnCArvOiLL, October 11. 

A great firo occurred this morning at three 
o’clock, in Tay street. It is supposed to have 
commenced • in the servants’ room at 
the Bank of Otago. The fire-bell rang 
3 >mc time before t)‘C engines were niauncd. 
When brought into play, Hunter and Hawk- 
shav/’s grocer’s shr)p, next door. Wiis also on 
firo. All tlio inmates of the buildings iu the 
block escajied, many of the women and 
children in their night-dresses. Strong par- 
ties of volunteers removed a large amount of 
funiiture. Despite every exertion, the fire 
extended from the Bank of Otago to the 
promises of Messrs Hunter and Hais'kshaw ; 
Dalwig, furniture maker ; Broinl, watcU- 
lU'Aker ; Lloyd, photogi’aphcr ; Hatch, che- 
mist ; Ingi’auTs Garrick Chib IIocol ; Ooiiits, 
tailor, Mitchell, bootmaker. An intciwcn- 
ing gap now stayed tho progress of the five, 
which thveatLMied the premises of Messrs 
Stock and Co., wholesale grocers, and Messrs 
Yule «'uirl Cn.’s di’apovy jircmiscs, Tliis was 
to tlie eastward. To the we.stv.'arcl of the 
Bank of Otago st.auds the Bank of New Zea- 
land. A right-of-way between gave an op- 
poituuity of saving it, although the fa^ah 
was sjrirohcd. To the northward, the pro- 
gress of the fire Avas stapped by destroying 
amall buildings. After the fire, the strong 
room of the B.mk of Otago was found to be 
iutivct, .and all tho books aud documents un- 
injured.

Chinese Immigration Committee, 

iDaifff Tifnes' Wellum^;*‘n Corrpsp'indcut ) 

The Chinese Immigration Committee h 
accumulating a great niass of evidsnee, i\Ir 
Haughton was examined at groat length, and, 
as may bo supposed, went in strong against 
the Celestials. The chief points ivliich lie 
\U'get\ were as follows ; — Fir^t, the danger 
arising from the not unjustifiably bitter feel- 
ing entertained by tlio European minors to- 
wards the CliinesQ, and which arose, he said, 
to some extent, from tho practice of the latter 
to employ scouts to watch the European 
miners, and as soon as gold was struck a 
horde of Chincso immediately came, sur- 
rounding and pegging off the original pros- 
pectors. The European diggers were so an- 
noyed and pressed that lie declared, if the en- 
croaclunent of tho Chinese were not checked 
there would not he 100 European miners left 
in the Wakatip district three yeai*s hence. 
Secondly, that the Chincso and Europeans 
being necessarily under the same code of laws, 
and the Climcae not having the least idea of 
truth, the property of the Europeans was 
always in danger wlien cases between the two 
races came into Court, the Chinese being ready 
to swear to anything, aud to procure unynum- 
ber of witnesses. This ;w3erbit>n IMr Haughton 
amusingly illustrated by several anecdotes re- 
garding matters wliich had fallen under liU 
owTi personal observation!. The storekeepers 
he said, were a class not distinguished for 
high feelings in respect of political matters, 
and being anxious to make money as fast as 
possible, they had at first encouraged tho 
Chinese to come, but now even they wero 
turning, for tliey found that the CUinesc digger 
did not spend oiio-quarter ns mush as tho 
European one. The Chinese were, intact, 
making a clean sweep, devastating the country 
leaving nothing behind them, aud thou re- 
turning to their own country with the spoil- 
To propose any special tax or duty on them 
would, he thought, be absurd, and never be 
assented to by the homo Government, The 
only way lie saw of remedviug the evil ay as to 
insert a clause in tlio Goldfields Acts, abso- 
lutely prohibiting a Cliinamau acquiring an'^ 
mining property in his oavu right cxcc]tt 
purch;we of tho freehold. He luid no objci..- 
tions to a few Chiucso coining to act ns ser- 
vants and gardeners, but did not think they 
would ho employed as labourers cm the Gold- 
fields, .as nublic opinion was so much against 
them. Where they were niiaicrous, and tho 
Europeans ivcre not, they behaved with great 
insolence and rudcnc.'is even using force to 
carry out tho r point, hir Haughton Avas ex- 
amined on several points by Mr hTacandrew, 
the object being to sIioat that the Cliincso 
contributed largely to the revenue. Tliis ^Ir 
Haughton admitted, , but thought tho con-' 
tributionn in this way were not equal to tho 
harni they did in other ways.
